LAGOS (AP) — The Nigerian 
federal army today claimed the 
capture of -Aba, the biggest 
town held by the Biafra seces- 
sionists. 


Meanwhile the Red Cross pre- 
pared to begin an accelerated 
airlift of food and medicine into 
Nigeria's former Eastern re- 
gion, where starvation is report- 
ed widespread. 

The Nigerian government bas| 
agreed not. to. hamper. such 
flights during the 10-day period 
starting Thursday. 

“The Nigerian flag is proudly 
flying over Aba at 10 a.m.,” 
said a government release fol- 
lowing four days of reports of 
the -city’s fall from. unofficial 
sources in Port Harcourt. ‘‘Care 
of the civilians in that area is; 
already in progress.” 

Aba, an administrative and 
communications centre for the 
Biafrans since the fall of their 
capital, Enugu; last October, 
hac. a population of 131,000 be- 
fore the war. 

Tt .was reported virtually de- 
serted after the federal govern- 
ment started its final -assault 
against . the secessionists in 
mid-August. 

The federal ministry of infor- 
mation announced the _ airlift 
agreement with the Internation- 
al Red Cross Committee Tues- 
day. Up to now, the federal gov- 
ernment’ said it would. shoot 
down any planes flying into ‘se- 
cessionist- Biafra, claiming the 
mercy flights were carrying

HE higher leadership of the Soviet 

Union has closed its ranks for the 
kill. ‘The KGB has been turned loose 
among. the Czechoslovaks in the wake of 
Soviet tanks as the Gestapo was once 
turned foose in the wake of German 
tanks. 

With Alexander Dubeck by all 
accounts a broken .man, with the 
Russians, like, Hitler before them, 
preparing to divide Czech from Slovak 
while, at the same. time, making 
threatening noises and gestures against 
the Romanians and the Yugoslavs — 
with all this nothing would appear to be 
more irrelevant_than continued specula- 
tion about the strains and stresses inside 
the Soviet Union, 

But it is not irrelevant, because the 


whole hideous situation, the return to 


darkness at noon, is the direct outcome 
of these strains and stresses as they 
have been building up in general since 
the death of Stalin and in particular 
under the ignorant, mediocre “and 
fndecisive leadership which took over 
from Khrushchev.

agreed reluctantly to- commissioning ‘the

It 
would mean nothing less than a major 


revolution in the Soviet power machine. 
It would miean the abdication-of the 
Communist’ Party of the U.S.S.R. 

Whether Marshal Grechko was 4 
prime mover in this crime we do not 
know. As a chief military adviser he has 
tobe listened to: as a member of the 
Central Committee, he has some sort of 
a voice in the Party apparatus. &. 
neither Stalin nor Khrushchev ( 
Malenkov, Kaganovich, Molotov and all) 
would for one moment: have allowed any 
soldier, however distinguished, to have 
influenced their decision — which would 
have been. tantamount to inviting the 
military to take over. 


Bullied, Maltreated 


Until we see the Marshal taking over 
in fact, we had better assume that the 
decision-makers are the men who say 
they are — the same men who, in 
Person, not even by proxy, bullied and 
maltreated Dubcek and his friends 
before turning them loose — either 
because, at that moment, they were 
afraid to murder them and did not know 
what else to do, or, more likely, because 
they hoped they wouki persuade their 
people ito keep quiet until they could be 
neutralized? without too much public 
shooting. _ 

So that question remains, why did they 
do it? And the answer is always the 
same: out of fear. It was fear mainly of 
the consequences of the. victory of the 
Czechoslovak cause to their own posi- 
tions inside the Soviet Union, and only in 
a lesser degree, of the consequences in 
other satellites, 

Even if, as I believed and still believe, 
some of them saw, and see, the necessity 
of change inside the Soviet Union and 
think they could preside over ft, they 


have for the time being, perhaps forever, 
lost their chance. We have not heard 
much yet about open criticism of the 
Kremlin's action inside Russia. 

We soon shall. It took some weeks 
for the Moscow students to demonstrate 
against the Hungarian action in 1956, and 
then they were put down quickly and 


» sharply by Khrushehev.in person. 


Two things have happened in the 
intervening years. On the broad time- 
scale, the younger generation, aided and 
abetted ‘by quite a number of the more 
cautious middle-aged, have grown used 
to expressing: dissent on specific issues 
— and there are whole generations which 
never experienced the Stalin terror and 
therefore cannot imagine what it did to 
their fathers and grandfathers, those 
who survived. 

On the shorter time-scale, during 
three years, the security police have 
been allowed to _ flex _their__muscles, 
flabby from ‘comparative disuse, and to 
brush up their old techniques which had 
grown a little rusty. 


Dissenters. Kept Quiet 


Since the last big round of- public 
protest after the trial and sentencing of 
the writer Ginsburg end his friends, the 
Hissenters have kept very quiet, avoiding 
head-on collision, but perfecting subtler 
tactics, perhaps even a strategy, of the 
kind which has prevented the KGB from 
making a quick and “final end of a 
number of distinguished protesters who 
in an earlier age would have been 
thrown down the cellar steps and shot 
before the outside world knew of their 
existence.

MEDELLING, Colom- 
bia—When the Catholic 
Church changes, some- 
one once remarked, it 
does so with the speed 
ofa glacier. 

Nowhere does this observa- 
tion strike home more telling- 
ly than im.Latin America, For 
the continent civilized by the 
cross and the sword tus long 
been the most immobile of 
Roman Catholicism’s world- 
wide domains, 

Now, the hard-dying\rem- 
nants of this tradition are 
becoming painfully apparent 
to those bishops and priests 
who have been meeting here 
to chart a future course for 
the church amid the social 
affexeconomic upheaval of 
contemporary Latin America. 

Officially entitled the 
Second Géneral Conference of 
the Latin American Episco- 
pate, the meeting’s. aim is to 
consider what- spiritual _and 
temporal measures the church 
should take to ensure its 
survival as an important 
influence in Latin life. And, to 
underscore its importance, 
cederited step of journeying to 
Bogota to personally convene 
the participants. 


Meet on Mountain 


The conference, now -trans- 
ferred to a  mountain-top 
seminary-on the outskirts of 
Medelling, has forged ahead 
with a remarkable display of 
surface unky. By next 
weekend, it is expected to 
wind up its deliberations with 
the promulgation. of two docu- 
ments — an immediate 
“declaration ‘to the peoples of 
Latin America”’ anda 
more detailed report to Pope 
Paul?to be made public at a 
later date. 

As the. conference marches 
briskly toward a conclusion, 
there is.a growing sense of 
uneasiness here about whether 
its findings will have any real 
impact on the-course of Latin 
affairs. In ~ attempting to 
reconcile the warrihg ex- 
tremes of rebellion and reac- 
tion that have divided the 
Latin church, the bishops 
assembled here may well end 
up pleasing no one. 

There already are signs that 
the conference is talking into 
a vacuum Snsofar as some-of 
the church’s more vociferous 
left and right factions are 
concerned. 


Modesty in Dress 


One group of consérvative 
Brazilian bishops, unable to 
get a hearing for its views 
within the formal conference 
structure, .has released a 
letter to the press ' setting 
forth its view that the confer- 
ence should be dealing less 
with social and economic 
justice and more with such 
matters of morality as “‘por- 
nography on TV” and 
“modesty’ in public dress.”’ 

Similarly, on the other side 
of the fence, a small band of 
impatient young priests. from 
Colombia, ~ Argentina .and 
Uruguay ‘have been holding 
noisy :meetings in a Medelling 
cafe, trying to reach agree- 
ment on another letter that 
would chastise the conference 
for dwelling too much on 
abstract principles and— not 
enough on the specifics of 
“social involvement. 

More to“the point, there is a 
big question about whether 
the conference’s pronounce- 
ments willbe Hstened to by 
the Conservative lay. power 
structure that controls ‘the 
political and economic. life: of 
Latin America. In ‘this rete 
pect, the-eonference is_notice- 
ably laboring under the-cloud 
cast by Pope Paul's outwardly 
conservative stance during his 
visit to Bogota, 


Defends Status Quo 


Although the Pope spoke out 
in favor of reform, he tem- 
pered his endorsement. with 
calls for “gradualness” and 
“order” and a condemnation 
of ‘violent revolution.’ This 
let’s-go-slow approach, 
coupled. with the Pope's 
recent theologically consery- 
ative , encyclical © reaffirming 


.. traditional Vatican opposition 


to artificial birth> control 
methods, has already caused 
many people here to interpret 
his position as a defence of 
the status quo. 

As one observer sums up 
the. matter: “If I were a 
Latin- American oligarch or 
military overload, there was 
nothing in the Pope's : words 
that ould ‘cause me to lose 
arly sleep, I could interpret 
his words as a defence of the 
system, and if the bishops 
tried to tell me otherwise, I 
could say thgy were in error 
because: Pope Paul -himself 
doesn’t agree with them.” 

‘The conference already has 
seen one graphic demonstra- 
tion of what he means. Last 
week, thé Vatioan newspaper, 
V'Observatore Romano, pub- 
lished, an unsigned, - four- 
column article commenting on 
the Pope's visit here and 
conchoding: that there is “no 
significant social. or economic 
injustice or inequality, in 
Colombia. *

ROME — On _ the eve- 
ning of July. 23, the tele- 
phone rang in the small 
apartment I have rented 
for the summer on the 
Italian shore of the Med- 
iterranean: 

It was my. 80-year-old 
mother calling me from 
France. Her voice was tremu- 
lous with joy and emotjon: 
She said, “I wanted to be the 
first to congratulate you.” 

_ And, imdeed, she. was the 


first to tell me the good news 


that the French Parliament 
has just voted unanimously— 
except, of course, for the 
Comniunists—the long-awaited 
amnesty which now.enables 
me,.as well as bundreds of 
other political exiles, to return 
to my native country. 


More than seven_years have 
passed since men Such as 
former premier. Georges 
Bidault and - myself- were 
forced imto unwilling exile by 
the Gaullist government's 
arbitrary decisions. 

During all. those years, 
neither I nor. my ,lawyers 
could find out precisely what 
charges, if any, were .lodged 
against me. My judicial ‘“‘file” 
was a well-kept government 
secret. 

All that I did know was that 
a warrant for my arrest had 
been “signed, at the govern 
ment’s. insistent request, by a 
magistrate. of the dreaded 
“court for the security of the 
State,” the so-called ‘“‘special 
court’. whose. very existence 
is a defiance of the constitu- 
tion and the democratic tradi- 
tions of France. 

This court has meted out 
fimumerable prison and death 
sentences ‘to those who have 
opposed Gauillist rule. 

My name, it goes without 
saying, was on the blacklist 
which every policeman in the 
country carries in his pocket. 
My picture, full face and 
profile, was posted on the 
walls of all police.stations and 
in all customs offices at 
border points and airports. 

I have been-a hunted man 
for the past seven years, a 
man without a country. For 
me, to have attempted to set 
foot ‘on French soil meant 
immediate arrest. a mock 
trial without’ benefit of jury, a 
heavy—sentenée—and-.a-_long 
sojourn in -the-gloomy—prisons 
of the regime. 

An indication of the severity 
of the sentences handed down 
by this special court ¢an be 
judged by the case of one of 
my friends, a mild-mannered 
high-school teacher, who was 
given 15 -years in jail for 
nothing more than, circulating 
an anti-Gaullist leaflet. 


e 
The only reason I can guess 
for the warrant .and the 


subsequent pursuit to arrest 
me was a press coriference I 
held in a Paris hotel on Dec. 
18, 1961, during which I 
denounced—with a degree of 
vehemence, it is true, - but 
which was well within my 
rights as a French citizen—de 
Gaullé’s disastrous” policy in 
Algeria “and Wis high-handed, 
anti-democratic and unconsti- 
tutional ‘methods of — govern- 
ment. This.was enough, back 
in 1961 and. 1962, to be treated 
as a common criminal 

The Norff-American reader 
does not know or, at any rate, 
probably does not remember, 
the hysterical witch-hunt that 
took place during those years 
in France.

But my 
detention tasted hardly an 
hour, since the Belgians ac< 
knowledged with all due core 
rectness ‘that they had been 
deceived. 

Ineffectuat _ protests , were 
again madé by the French 
authorities tothe Greek and 
Israeli. governments when I 
went on research trips to 
Athens and Tel-Aviv. De 
Gaulie’s thunder apparently 
no fonger impresses anyone.

Cost Is Key 
To Building 
Unique Pool / 


‘ By JIM HUME 


Revolutionary design proposals for. a swimming pool to 
replace the Crystal Garden have received cautious approval 
from Mayor Hugh Stephen-and Ald, Percy “Frampton. 

The key to»~whether we go with this’ proposal or 
something more modest lies in the cost,’”” Ald Frampton, 
chairman of the city’s recreation: committee, said Tuesday. 
“‘As yet we have no cost figure although the amount being 
talked about is close to $1 million. 

“Tg we can find that kind of money I'm all for it. I don’t 
see how anyone could be against the proposal if the money is 
there, It is completely revolutionary and would more than put 
Victoria on the map.” 

The design recommendations. submitted by J. Austin 
Smith, a United States-swintming pool design expert, swill_be 
presented to the city’s recreation commit- 
tee inthe near future, possibly a soon as 
next/ week. 

Four major recommendations are con- 
tained «in a detailed brief prepared by Mr. 
Smith. They are: ; 

@ An eight-lane 2-meter racing, area 
running across the width of the. pool rather 
than Jength. 

@ A flaring out of the pool from the mid- 
length point to one end with the closing of 

es the flared end_at_a two-inch water depth to 

Stephen provide a beach effect. 

@ Mechanically created ocean waves breaking into white 
eaps at mid-peot- and subsiding into-gentle-breakers at the 
“beach” end of the pool. - 

@ Provision for a 10-meter diving board at the deep, 16- 
feet, end, : x 

“Some of the suggestions are tremendous,”’ said Ald. 
Frampton, “I particularly like the idea of the shallow end for 
the youngsters and the beach- effect surrounding it. 

“But we have to face facts. It’s a pretty ambitious and 
extensive undertaking which, eventually, will come down to 
money.” : 

Mayor Stephen advocated a new look: in swimming pools 
several months ago when city council reluctantly decided the 
Crystal had moved beyond the point of no return and must 
fall to the wrecker’s hammer. 1 

He is still an enthusiast for the wave-making concept 
which would give Victoria~a first of its kind in Canada and 
possibly North America, _ 

At that time the mayor“appealed for a break from what 
he termed the traditional swimming hole concept of 
swimming pools “which are nothing more than a hole in the 
ground filled with water.” 

Asked for his thoughts on the new proposals he said he 
was still “most enthusiastic to see a swimming pool built 

; which will give Victorians a recreation area rather than just 
2 place to swim.” 

In his brief to the city Mr. Smith suggests that the 
Swimming pool geared to al aquatie activities should be 
approximately 82 feet in width at the deep end widening out 
to 132 feet at the semi-circular beach end: 

The pool, to fulfill ail the requirements’ in’ the brief, would 
be-roughly:179 feet in total length with 82 feet of that area 
reserved for the recreational swimmer, 82 feet occupied by 
swimming Janes and the balance by the Wave Jpaking 
machinery, 

When the swimming Janes gre not. fn use for racing the 
entire pool would be used for recreational swimming. 


substantial of persons who leave 
the swimpool during the quiet water period 
but quickly return when activation is 
resumed,” the brief states. 

Mr. Smith made his observations 
following a recent trip to Germany where 
wave-making machinery is in common use 
in swimming pools.

Ald. Frampton said he does not expect an early: decision 
on the proposals, “But they will be discussed at our next 
reaction committee meeting, probably next week,”’ he said.

Now that the childreri are back at school we parents can 
sit back and relax. But not for long. -The start of scheol 
warns us that autumn is close on our heels and autumn is not 
a relaxing season.. The air will bécome too, crisp for 
swimming and brisk woodland hikes Will rise in popularity.

Finding. a. plastic 
patch was no trouble at alh—one sheet was tattered beyond 
recall but yielded many patch-sized pieces: I finally found 
what I needed. This is an adhesive that will work on almost 
any. kind of plastic. It is quick-dtying, waterproof and strong. 
A good-size tube with a piece of patching material added for 
good measure is 79 cents. This adhesive has also put in good 
service mending g¢#ams on rainwear~ brought out for the 
coming rains. Gladys borrowed some to put a patch on some 
inflatable toys before packing them away in the basement 
while Mathilda gave it a whirl on one of her favorite vases. 


Aluminum Paste Strengthens Joints 


My husband. Was More. concerned with the damage done 
to the lawn chairs and-camping equipment. Many of them ‘use 
aluminum. struts that were beginning to come loose at the 
joints and wobble in a rather-worrisome manner, He found 
aluminum in a paste form for 98 cents.. This aluminum 
mender-comes-in-a tube-and is wonderful for squishing into 

* joints and cracks, Something has been added to make it dry 
metal-hard. It hardens to the metal. and will not rust. After 
steadying some joints and mending a few cracks in the yard 
equipment, my husband tried sorne on the seam of an old 
toaster that was beginning. to come unhitched. It worked so 
well tHat he and a friend tried it‘on’a leaking aluminum boat. 


As you may guess, that boat is now as water-tight as the day 
it was bought, 


Chrome is a funny stuff. I always thought that when rust 
began to show on the top of a chromed bumper. it meant that 
the chrome had worn away or chipped off. Now I learn, from 
my husband, of course, that the iron or steel can creep 
through.the chrome by some. strange molecular action then 
rust. This thin coating of rust can be easily removed. I 
watched my husband and a neighbor de-rust a bumper with a 
special. rust remover that comes in a tube for 75. cents. This 
is left on for a while-then removed. It contains a silicon that 
seems to protect the surface from further rust after the rust 
has been.taken off. If will not lift paint so is completely safe 
to use_on all parts of a car.

We stand, as we so often have maintained, 
right eat the beginning of things, and should 
strive to take forward the best of the past.

It consists first, of cutting off old flower 
stems promptly. That means as. they fade, 


“not waiting for part of the flower head to 


commence. seed production. : 

When a large number of stems are being 
cut at one time from a plant, give a good 
watering at the roots, for plants have to be 
encouraged to take in more~food from the 
soil “if they are to continue production of 
foliage and flowers for several months. 

In most of our average coastal soils, 
coupled with our normaly dry simmer, a 
summer mulch of rotted, compost over the 
entire root area of perennials will be of 
greater value than an applied fertilizer. 

Compost will maintain conditions below 
the surface to ensure the plants thriving for 
many years, with only a.tablespoon of dry, 
balanced fertilizer to each large plant in 
early spring.
